Mr- Mackenzie's Railway 

The unscrupulous and' brjusen-fncod 
attempts now boiiig made in" tliis Pro- 
vince for the purpose of misleading 
the public mind as to tlio real cliarac- 
tor of tlio Tacific Railway policy of the 
present Dominion Administration 
cannot easily bo too sevorely condenm- 
ed. It must bo admitted tbat.judgod 
by Ministerial oloctiouoering utteran- 
ces, the new railway policy did at one 
time look very nauch like repudiation 
of nntional obligations. Now, liow- 
evcr, that it has assumed tbo moro de- 
finite form of nn Act of Parliament, 
neither tlio necessity nor iho right to 
' gauge ii by such unreliable data longer 
existB. It may suit the purpose of 
knares to continue to harp upon what 
this, that and the other Minister snid; 
but honest men will prefer to judge it 
by what the Act says. As has been 
shown in previous articles, the only 
iaaterial difference between the new 
railwny i)olicy and the old is in the 
element of time. Under the old, the 
work of construction was to have been 
begun at both ends on or before the 
20th of July, 1873, and the whole line 
was to baTe been completed on or he- 
fore the 20th day of July, 1881— provid- 

■ ed, nevertheless, however, that the 
whole work was to have been accom- 
plished as a private enterprise, aided 
by land and money subsidies, yet so 
as not to increase the (then) present 
rate of taxation. That was what has 
come to be popularly referred to as 
the impossible railway obligations un- 
dertaken by the Macdonald Admiuis- 
tratioa — impossible because neither 
the beginning nor the ending could be 

.'^accomplished within the stipulated 

■ periods and because the enterprise 
conld not be carried out without in- 
creasing taxation. It had, in fact, 
' ' impossibility " plainly written on its 
face and was open to the suspicion of 
diBhone8ty,as well. British Columbia, 
didn't see it at the time. She was, 
perhaps, carried away for the moment 
[i^tthiiha first flush of seeming fortune. 
The old and impossible coiidition of 
building three thousand miles of rail- 

' 'way without increasing taxation has 
been modified and reduced to some- 
thing like common sense, and, instead 
of making rash and deceptive pro- 
miBes, Mr. Mackenzie undertakes that 
the surveys shall bo vigorously prose- 
cuted, that the work of construction 
shall commence at both ends as soon 
after tbo surveys are completed ns the 
work can be put under contract, and 
that it shall be pushed towards com- 
j pletion as quickly as tho fmaucial 
circumstances of tho Dominion and 
tiie engineering difficulties to bo over- 
"^camewill permit. What more can 
Zeasqii and common seuse demand? 
Mjc.. Mackenzie might, following in the 
fdbisteps of his predecessors, promise 
impossibilities; but Low would that 
help matters? It may bo hard all at onco 
to exchange the seductive lielJs of Uto- 
pia for the regions of hard, naked truth 
and practical common sense. But, then, 
it'a healthy and necessary. Wo will ad- 
mit that the caso is one in ^vLich much 
must depend upon tho Lonosty aud good 
faith of tho Dominion GoTernniout. lu 
the hands of a. faithless, feckless Admin- 
istration, such a policy could not be ox- 
poctod to yield much satisfaotion. Jt 
might prove a delusion aad a snare. J3ut 
dialiouesty has never boon recnoniul am- 
ongst tho political siaa of tho pn'Hciit 
Premier. It has beon assortod l)yhi.4 own 
..party that ho was too uucoiupromiauig in 
" 'Li's honesty to make- a aiici^oasful politi- 
cian. But, thou, ho A'ts .succocdod, thus 
doraonKtrating that, oven in ])olitic.s, 
"HoQGSty is tho best polic^y." Turniu<,' 
irom tho moro general view of tlio auh- 
jeot to what moro nearly concerns tlii.s 
Province, wo meet with tlio most lui.scrn- 
puloas pfforts to mislead the public mind 
in regaird to the intentions and proposals 
of tho Mackenzie AdiniuiHtration. Tiio 
public are nsifoil to boliovotlmt awaf^gun- 
road is ofTcrod to tho ^^;LiIllan(l, in lieu of 
the railroad of the covenant of Union. 
JjafaUB at onco chaiactorixo thi.s ns auda-

(From the Quebec Budget Opposltiou.) 

It will doubtless Lo in tho recoUecfc- 
ion of our readors tbut, somo little 
time^-i'efbre the (meeting of I'arliament, 
Mr. Mnokenzie sent an ngont to the 
Provincial Govornmenfc of British. Col- 
umbia to G.Ki^laiu to them the views he 
licld rcfi])octing tho building of the 
raciiic Itiiihvay, aud also to leiirn from 
them, in tliis way, tbeir ideas with re- 
gard to thc.io plans, or any other proposala 
upon this si'lijuct thcjy may have liked to pxit 
foa-urd. In tho most strait-forward, way 
Mr. Mackenzie wroto Mr. Walkoni,tbo 
Attorney-G ouoral and Premier of Brit- 
ish Columbia,, introducing to him Mr. 
J. D. Edgar as a gontlemannvho -was 
Hont on public service to his Province, 
.iiul a.s ono who would confer with him 
and tlio other inombor.s of his Govern- 
mout on tho ([uostions lately agitating 
the public mind iu that province, re- 
garding the policy of the Dominion 
Government on the construction of tho 
Eailway. Mr. Mackenzie explains 
why a memljer of liis Government is 
not sent, but states that ]Mr. Edijar is 
a mail well known iu Ottawa and fully 
uuderstands the questions which ho is 
to discuss, aud closes his letter by 
stating "\Vo have iuducod Mr. Edgar 
to go to Columbia as we thought you 
wouhl prefer a full confercnco with an 
agent, to a tedious aud possibly un- 
satisfactory correspondence.,' It ap- 
pears that upon tho arrival of Mr. Ed- 
gar al; the scone of Lis mission, lie 
had ail intorviow witli tho British Col- 
umbiiui Cabijiet, voibally aud inform- 
ally jilaeing before them tho views of 
the Ottawa Ciovoraiucnt with respect 
to tlie construction of the Bailway, 
views which do not soem to hare boon 
very fuvorabloy entortained. About 
ton days afborwards.in a letter dated 
May !)th, Mr. Edgar officially laid be- 
fore Mr. Walkem, tho Pacific Railway 
l)olicy of tho Dominion, advancing the 
diiVoreut arguments in favor of its ac- 
ceptance, and stating that the suljitance 
of these proposals had been sent to 
him from Ottawft io telographic- 
ci]dier. 

Strange to tjay, tho Pacific Cabinet 
refused to entertain any proposals 
from Mr. Edgar, -upon the plea that 

he had not been sulKciently accredited 
to them, and althougli Ml. Edgar 
jjoiidod out liow clearly ho had been 
authorized to confer with them "upon 
this matter, stilllio was not recognised, 
and a tolegrani was dospfttched h^ the 
Lieut. Govoriior to the Dominion Gov- 
orumcnt,rciiuostiug specially to know 
whether Mr. Edgar, was empowered to 
uegotiato, aud whether "propoaitiona 
purporting to bo made by him on be- 
half of tho Dominion Government will 
be considered binding by that Govern- 
ment." This telegram evidently touch- 
ed Mr. Mackenzie in a tender spot for 
it elicited tlio following curt tele- 
grapliic rci)Iy ; "I refer Mini.stry to my 
letter by Mr. I'jdgar, which sufficiently 
indicated Ins mission, and which they 
recognized, He is now recalled nu(l I 
wait iiis ^eturflai^d peporta." A further 
telegram from Victoria, asking vrhether 
3Ir. Edgar's proposition would bind 
tho GoYornnicut.romains uuauswered, 
and there for tho present this matter 
ciids. "\Ve certainly think that tliePre- 
niieriit Victoriahas notoxorcisod muohdis 
cretion in hisoonductof this a£(1air4f be had 
any doubts aa to the proper authoriza- 
tion of Mr. Edgar, ho should have had 
them cleared up at tho first appear- 
ance of that geuLk!inau,and not have 
waited long enough to make au appli- 
cation iipou this head somewhat of an 
insult to tho agent and his principal as 
well. Wo should have thought Mr. 
Walkein would have been only too 
glad to iiavo personally discussed this 
important quo: tiou with one thoroughly 
'an fail' with the views of tho Domin- 
ion Government; they wero aotoxpeot- 
td to do more than to state their feel- 
ing upon tho altered terms of the rail- 
wiiy policy, and to see if an approach 
could not bo made towards some ag- 
recmont liotwcen the Ottawa and tho 
Provincial scliemos with regard to tLis 
suljjoct. It would soem,howover,if the 
local Opposition journals may be cre- 
dited, that Mv. Walkem's Govorumont 
did not wish to eonio to any oonclu- 
sion ujjou thi.s puini, bocauHo liad they 
done Ko.tliey would havo had to lay 
t,lie matter before tlie poo])le, and they 
did uot feel themselves strong enough 
to thus jeopardise their tenurejof oflico. 
If this siunildbe the true exjilanation, 
we earnestly trust that such a ininiHlry 
will lie foiccilto r(^Hign at the earliest 
possiljle luoijieiil; for however logiti- 
inat" it may bo to ondoavor to keep 
ollico through the varying phases of 
party Warfare, yet in a case like this, 
where the actual advancement and 
wpll-heiiig of the.province under thoir 
govorumeiit was the plain and simple 
isHuo, the govoruiiig powers ought to 
feel that the mere tenure of office 
should bo the secondary instead of the 
])riii!ary consideyatigm ift thpir regard. 
The relivtioiiB between the Pacific Pro- 
vince ami tho Centnd Government, in 
eonsecpieiico of the proposed delav in 
tho cQiistnictiou of tho railway, liave 
uot been so smooth of late as could 
have boon wished, and it is very much 
to be regretted that the well meant 
and buHinoBshko measure taken by Mr. 
Mackenzie, tn promote a union of feel- 
ing upon tliis pointj should havo been 
frustrutc'd in this manner. Tho Bri- 
tish Coluiubians should know from 
Ihu unanimous voice of tho country 
llmt tlio hcai't of the people i& in 
having tho Pacific Railway built at tho 
earliest practicable date; but at tho 
same time they havo no wish to "marry 
in liastn and l opoiit at leisure," a thing 
very easily to bo accomplishotl, if tho 
iron rail wlii(!li i.s to wed the East and 
West, is laid hurriedly down upon 
what, iu a oouiitry only partially ex- 
plored.may- ultimately^, prove an ill- 
AdVii^ed routo.-Let'UB'kndw our ground

The Beeolier-Tiiton ScandaX 

NkwYork, June 25.— Among tha 
documents which Theodore Tilton in- 
cludes in his long open letter to Rev. 
Dr. Leonard Bacon, on what is com- 
monly known as the Beeoher-Tilton 
scandal, is the following, dated Mav 1 
1874. 

To Henry Ward Boocher— Sir: F.B. 
Carpenter mentions to me your saying 
to him that under certain conditions, 
involving certain disavowals by me, a 
sum of money would or could be 
laisedto send me with my family to 
Europe for a term of years. This com- 
pel me to state oxplicitly that, so long 
as life and solf-respect continue to ex- 
ist together in my breast, I shall bo 
debarred from receiving either durectly 
or indirectly, any presents or other fa- 
vor at your hands. Tho reason for 
this fooling on my part you know so 
well that I will spare you the statement 

it; TlIEO. TiT.TON. 

Tilton follows this with a refeionce 
to what he declares a fact, although he 
had received from the clerk of Ply- 
mouth Church, on tho 18th of May, a 
communication aunounciug that 'his 
(Tilton's) offer to appear for trial liad 
been read by Rev. Holliday, tha assist- 
ant pastor of Plymouth Church, and 
submitted to the examination commit- 
tee, by whom it bad been rejected, 
Holliday had some forty days after- 
ward emphatically denied to several 
newspaper reporters that sucli an offer 
had ever been received, aud branded 
the whole story as false from the be- 
ginning to end. In hia speech he 
characterized Beecher as the most mag- 
nanimous of men, and referred to Til- 
ton as a dog and knave, leading the 
public to infer that the latter was iu 
somo way the creature of Beecher's 
bounty. Tilton says he called Beech- 
er's attention to tho olfensiveness of 
this statement and insisted on a cor- 
rection by that gentleman or himself. 
Tilton closes the letter to Bacon as 
follows: "If the pubhc have heretofore 
considered my silence as inexplicable, 
let my sufficient motive be now seen in 
the just forbearance Tfhich I felt moral- 
ly bound to show to a man who had 
HOnt me a written and absolute apol- 
ogy; but my duty to continue this for- 
bearance ceased when the spirit of that 
apology was violated to my iujurv by 
its author or hia agent. Those viola- 
tions have been multitudinous, and 
they threaten to multiply m future, 
forcing me to protect myself against 
them iu advance; x^articulnrly agp,inst 
the cunning device of the olerk of the 
church, who acting as attorney, appears 
to be conducting this business." 

Bkooklvn, Juno 25.— Tho Brooklyn 
Eagle this afternoon publishes a full his- 
tory of the soandal,from which tho fol- 
fowing extracts are taken.and which con- 
tain the material parts of the statements 
published in the Golden Age: "Tilton 
withdrew from Plymouth Church about 
January 1, 1871, in consociuonce of a 
knowledge obtained by him tbat ho had 
suflfered what he terms a grave ofl'onse at 
tho hands of Mr. Besoher. Tilton sliows 
that Boecher himself confessed tho of- 
fense, ending in a frank confession and 
acknowledgment on one side and an 
equally frank forgiveness on the other. 
But two or three persons knew of the 
causo of his withdrawal from the chnrch. 
It was, however, retailed to Mrs. Victoria 
Woodhull, who at this timo was incensed 
against both Boucher and Tilton, through 
whose instrumentality tho scandal -was 
mado notorious, Woodhnll's story was 
publisliod in November, 1872, and charged 
£aeoher with being criminally intimate 
with Mrs. Tilton. It alleged that chil- 
dren, living and dead, were the fruits of 
this gnilty union ; that Tilton was forgiv- 
ingly cognizant of that rolationship, and 
that Mrs. Tilton, Mrs. Paulina W. Davis 
and Mrs. Elizabeth Cady Stanton had 
told hor these facta, and tliat Beecherjad- 
mitted them. Proceedings to imprison 
Woodhnll followed, bat resulted in hor 
disohargo. Beecher and Tilton 

DID NOT DE.N'Y TIIKSK OU.^nOES, 

The latter bocau.'io, as bo said, he had 
promised Beecher tj remain silent." Tho 
Kiv/te affects to disbelieve tho nioro seri- 
ous charge against Bcoeber, and gives 
what it considers is the real offense to 
which Mr. Beeoher refers in his confes- 
sion, as follows:
